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NO ARMY OR NAVY OFFICER PERSONNEL CUT CONTEMPLATED 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN 


[NoreE: The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL calls special attention to the follow- 
ing article, and gives assurances to the Services that there will be no reduction 
in officer personnel of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps proposed by the 
Administration to the coming session of Congress.] 


W HAT is the attitude of the President and his Administration with respect 
to the size of the Army and the Navy, including the Marine Corps? 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL is in a position to answer this question. 

There will be no reduction in the number of officers in any branch of the 
Military Services. 

The officer personnel of the Army will not be reduced. A saving may be 
made in the number of enlisted men, but the figures for the Army, in his judg- 
ment, should lie between 115,000 and 125,000 men, as at present. 

The Navy personnel will not be cut but the U.S.M.C. enlisted force may be. 

In this connection, attention is called to the following sentences from the 
President’s speech delivered before the American Legion Convention at Omaha: 

“I am a thorough believer in a policy of adequate military preparation. 
We are constantly working to perfect our defenses in every branch, land 
forces, air forces, surface and submarine forces. That work will continue. 
Our Military Establishment of the Army and Navy, the National Guard and 
the Reserve Corps is far superior to anything we have ever 
maintained before, except in time of war. In the past six 
years we have expended about $4,000,000,000 for this purpose. 
That ought to show results, and those who have correct infor- 
mation know that it does show results. The country can rest 
assured that if security lies in military force, it was never so 
secure before in all its history.” 

What the President can not understand, according to those 
in a position to know, is the constant disparagement of the 
rondition in and achievements of the Services by those who 
are aware of what has been and is being accomplished. They 
are accused of fault finding, of deprecation, and of indirect re- 
sponsibility for a breakdown in the morale. The Navy, in this 
respect, is declared to be in better shape than the Army. But 
in the view of the President and his advisers, the pride of call- 
ing should make such officers dwell upon the worth-while things 
that are being done rather than to hold up to public criticism 
conditions which do not actually describe the situation of the 
Services as a whole. 

The President and his advisers have given a great deal of 
thought to the question of the size of the Army, the Navy and 
the Marine Corps. Mr. Coolidge wants every dollar spent on 
them productive of a dollar’s value. It is for that reason he 
said, at Omaha, that he could see “no merit in any unnecessary 














that they desired to banish it forever. They believed and declared in at least 
one of their State constitutions that the military power should be subordinate 
to and governed by the civil authority. It is for this reason that any organi- 
zation of men in the military service bent on inflaming the public mind for the 
purpose of forcing Government action through the pressure of public opinion 
is an exceedingly dangerous undertaking and precedent. This is so whatever 
form it might take, whether it be for the purpose of influencing the Executive, 
the legislature, or the heads of departments. It is for the civil authority to 
determine what appropriations shall be granted, what appointments shall be 
made, and what rules shall be adopted for the conduct of its armed forces. 
Whenever the military power starts dictating to the civil authority, by what- 
soever means adopted, the liberties of the country are beginning to end. Na- 
tional defense should at all times be supported, but any form of militarism 
should be resisted.” a 

Upon what was the above statements based? It is learned that some days 
ago. there was a meeting of young officers of the Navy designed to force the 
resignation of Secretary Wilbur. There have been meetings on the part of 
certain officers to influence appropriations. The American Legion is being 
employed to support Colonel Mitchell’s views as to an independent ‘Air Service; 
In the view of officials of the Administration, such acts are destructive of 
government. If officers can act so as to force the removal of a 
Cabinet officer, they can act to bring about the succession to 
the President of the United States. The Constitution provides 
for the subordination of the military to the civil power; any- 
thing else is regarded by Washington as militarism. The 
Constitution places in the hands of the President and Congress 
the determination of the amounts of money that shall be used 
for military purposes. 

This fact, it is declared, should never be lost sight of by 
the Army or the Navy. If the Army and Navy had control 
of appropriations, a militaristic situation would exist which 
could not be tolerated. With respect to the activities of 
Colonel Mitchell, the administration has a great deal of infor- 
mation respecting them which it has not made public, nor, 
probably, will it make public. But to get an _ organization 
behind a plan of Army development and control is regarded 
not only as subversive of discipline but as leading to an end 
which our form of government can not contemplate without 
disapproval. 

The President, in his speech, referred also to the support 
the people have given to the principle of disarmament. He is 
strongly in favor of this principle. “We have a tremendous 
natural power,” said the President, “which supplements our 
© Harris & Ewing arms. We are conscious that _no other nation harbors any 

design to put us in jeopardy. It is our purpose in our inter-

kets when international relations and agreements permit the Commander-in-Chief course with foreign powers to rely not on the strength of our 
fleets and our armies but on the justice of our cause. For 


turning of such resources to the making of good roads, the 
building of better homes, the promotion of education, and all the other arts 
of peace which minister to the advancement of human welfare.” The Presi- 
dent particularly is represented as feeling in this connection that the officers 
of the Army, as well as those of the Navy and the Marine Corps, are the back- 
bone of the National Defense. A memorandum recently was circulated call- 
Ing a meeting of officers to prevent the reduction in their number in the Army. 
No such reduction was or is contemplated. What is of concern is the way 
officers are resigning, and in a number of cases the President has refused to 
accept their resignations. It is stated that the President does not think that 
14,000 officers are too many for the Government to have in the Army, since 
upon their ability and education will depend the organization and development 
of troops essential to the national defense in time of necessity. It has been 
suggested that there is not enough force to defend certain parts of our shores, 
Including outlying possessions. But the answer given is that there is no enemy 
to attack or able at this time to attack, and, moreover, Great Britain has 
infinitely greater shore line to defend, yet men are not provided for its par- 
titular defense. And the American Navy is on the same basis as to strength 
as the British Navy. 

There was in the President’s Omaha speech also the following paragraph: 
_ “In dealing with our military problems there is one principle that is exceed- 
ingly important. Our institutions are founded not on military power but on 
clvil authority. We are irrevocably committed to the theory of a government 
by the people. We have our constitutions and our laws, our executives, our 
legislatures, and our courts, but ultimately we are governed by public opinion. 
Our forefathers had seen so much of militarism, and suffered so much from it, 





these reasons our country has not wished to maintain huge military forces. It 
has been convinced that it could better serve itself and better serve humanity 
by using its resources for other purposes.” It is this view which acounted for 
a previous statement of the President that “no doubt this country could, if it 
wished to spend more money, make a better military force, but that is only 
part of the problem which confronts the Government.” As already stated, 
the Administration will not ask for greater appropriations, but may ask for 
slightly reduced appropriations, because, with the experience had it is claimed 
economies can be practiced which will assure the same results at less cost. _ 

Another feature of the President’s speech which deserves comment was his 
recommendation of a proper and sound selective service act. The President 
wants a law which will enable “a very broad mobilization of all the resources 
of the country, both persons and materials.” The President realizes the diffi- 
culties in the application of the principle, for as he stated, it is the payment 
of a higher price that stimulates an increased production. But, he holds that 
wherever it can be done without economic dislocation such limits ought to 
established in time of war as would prevent, so far as possible, all kinds of 
profiteering. Unquestionably, the President will recommend such a law to 
Congress, and should his recommendation be enacted, never again will there 
be the wholesale and disgraceful profiteering of the World War. bes 

In presenting this statement of the Administration’s attitude to the Serv- 
ices and the country, the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL is gratified that it can 
give the assurance that there will be no reduction in the officer personnel, and, 
if there should be any reduction at all in the enlisted personnel, it will be-com-

EDITORS COMPARE RODGERS AND MITCHELL 


4 by testimony which Commander John Rodgers, the heroic commander of 
the PN-9, gave before the Morrow Air Commission on Friday of last week, 
unquestionably, to the editorial mind, supports in some important respects the 
charges made by Colonel William Mitchell, of the Army Air Service. It is in- 
teresting to note the reaction upon the country of the temperaments of the two 
men. Beginning an editorial, entitled “Where Rodgers and Mitchell Agree,” 
the Baltimore Sun (Democratic), says: “Commander Rodgers, temperate where 
Colonel Mitchell is sensational, quiet where the latter is noisy, and tactful where 
his Army colleague is perseveringly indiscreet, has made in testimony before 
the Aircraft Inquiry Board the better impression of the two witnesses.” The 
Omaha Bee (Republican) speaks in similar vein, saying “Courage as firm in safety 
as in the midst of danger, manhood’s finest quality, adds force to the words of 
this man (Commander Rodgers).” The New Haven Journal-Courier (Repub- 
lican) holds that Colonel Mitchell has “either given service of the greatest value 
to the country without thought of personal advantage, or he has done some- 
thing which justifies his dishonorable discharge from the Army which he served 
with such distinction in two wars.” The New York Herald-Tribune (Repub- 
lican) finds that “Colonel Mitchell has shown him- 





therewith, to quote the Mobile, Ala., Register (Democratic): “The theory 
that a flyer knows more about flying than an officer who has never been in 
the air, is sound.” The Washington Post (Independent) points out that, “Aj, 
experts of the Army and the Navy have joined in the expression of the ¢op. 
viction that the air services must be commanded by experienced airmen, It 
is a common-sense conclusion.” 

The Washington Herald (a Hearst publication) recognizes that “there are 
big problems to be solved by Dwight Morrow’s Commission. Not the leas 
is the human problem.” Carrying out this same thought, the Kansas City 
Times _(Republican) declares “it would be a very unfortunate thing if the 
prejudices and jealousies of the personnel in the different arms of the ng. 
tional defense should be allowed to impair the usefulness or retard the de. 
velopment of any of them.” The Portland, Me., Express (Republican), com. 
menting upon an article written by Lord Christopher Thompson, head of the 
British Air Service, and Secretary for Air during the World War, in which 
he defends the British system of unified air control, remarks: “America did 
not adopt the British plan. It may be it would not be wise for her to do 80

self thoroughly unreliable,” a view which apparently 7?—— 
is not shared by the New York Times (Democratic) 
which suggests that “Colonel Mitchell had a sup- 
porter in Capt. Charles C. Westerfelt, manager of 
the Naval Aircraft Factory, who predicted that 
aviation would become the paramount arm of the 
Navy.” In the South, also, Colonel Mitchell has 
supporters, for the Greeneville, S. C. News (Demo- 
crat) states that Colonel Mitchell’s knowledge of 
aircraft and of military strategy makes his state- 
ment relative to possible air attacks upon this coun- 
try very convincing,” and the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune remarks that “Colonel Mitchell, apparently 
going after ’em, becomes a hero pro tem.” 

The agreement in the testimony of Commander 
Rodgers and Colonel Mitchell found by the Balti- 
more Sun lies in two points on which this paper says 
“Commander Rodgers implicitly supports the Mitchell 
charges and gives them the more impressive back- 
ing because of the restrained and dignified character 
of his evidence,” And the Sun continues: 

“Commander Rodgers believes, with the Army critic, 
that to secure coordination at the top there should be a 
single Secretary of National Defense. He does not be- 
lieve that in the three subdivisions under this Secretary 
a unified Air Service should have equal administrative 
independence with the Army and the Navy. After these 
two would come a Department of Supply, common to

The Omaha Bee, quoting Commander Rodgers, states that “he also says the 
Air Service should be under the control and guidance of an Air Board. That 
is all Colonel Mitchell asks. Such testimony from such a man will require a 
lot of rebuttal from the ancient and honorable order of hardshells who were 
storming against the idea.” The Washington Times (a Hearst publication), 
asks “Why do we separate Army and Navy Departments?” and it answers 
“Because the work to be done by the Army on land is different from that to 
be done by the Navy on water. Isn’t the work to be done by flying machines 
in the air different from land work and sea work?” The New York World 
(Democratic) holds: “Colonel Mitchell has had his sav, and his main conten- 
tion is, in our opinion, established bevond reasonable dispute.” 

The Wheeling Reaister (Renubliecan) sunnorts Colonel Mitchell in toto. “Tf 
the airnlane is nermitted to prove its comnlete efficiency.” it savs. “navies will 
be passé. Naval commanders know this.” The St. Lewis Glohe-Demnerat (Tn- 
denendent) is of no such view. for it asserts that: “TInanestionahly the air- 
plane is a formidahle militarv instrument for atteck and defense. hut there is 
yet no reason to helieve that it has or ever will disnlace the Navv or the 
Armv” The Colorada Snrinas-Gazette (Inde, endent) suerects that. “Mavhe, 
he (Colonel Mitchell) is nesrer rivht than manv helieve. Rut he is evessine 
and national defense cannot rest on evesswork.

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RIG. GEN. JOHN ROSS DELAFIELD, of New 

York, was unanimously reelected president of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the United States at the 
closing session of its national convention on October 3 
at Kansas City, Mo. This is the third term for General 
Delafield. He had indicated that it was his desire to 
retire from the presidency this year, stating that he 
thought that his retirement would be in the interest of 
the Association, but that his keen interest in the welfare 
of that body would eontinue. The two leading candi- 
dates, Brig. Gen. Roy Hoffman, of Oklahoma City, and 
Col. Arthur J. Elliott, of Kansas City, withdrew when 
it was found that General Delafield was the unanimous 
choice of the delegates. 

The other officers chosen were the following: First 
vice-president, Brig. Gen. Roy Hoffman, Oklahoma City; 
second vice-president, Lt. Col. Noble Brandon Judah, 
Chicago; third vice-president, Col. John Hawkins, Pitts- 
burgh; secretary, Lt. Col. Fred B. Ryons, Washington, 
D. C.; treasurer, Maj. Roy F. Bessey, Washington, D. C. 


GENERAL DELAFIELD 


General Delafield is a well-known lawyer, being the senior member of the law 
firm of Delafield, Thorne & Burleign, of New York City. He has always devoted him- 
self unstintingly and unselfishly to the interests of adequate national defense. During 
the Spanish-American War, General Delafield was colonel of a regiment of the New 
York Guard, which he had reorganized. During the World War he accepted a majority 
in the Ordnance Department. Later he was appointed chairman of the Board of 
Contract Adjustment of the War Department. He reorganized the board and com- 
pleted its work. He was commissioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps and appointed 
chief of the New York District of the Ordnance Department, and was later promoted 
to brigadier general in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. He has been decorated by the 
President of the United States with the D.S.M., by the Republie of France with the 
Cross of Officer of the Legion of Honor, and by the State of New York with the 
Conspicuous Service Cross. He holds the degree of Bachelor of Arts, Princeton, and 
Bachelor of Laws, Harvard. 


RESERVE OFFICERS SUPPORT REGULAR ARMY 


Following the lead of more than a half of the state departments of the R.O.A. 
the convention indorsed the Selective Service Law proposed by the War Department 
and submitted to the Sixty-eighth Congress. The Reserve officers hold that, according 
to precedent, any move by Congress to place such a bill upon the statutes will be 
actively opposed by the same bodies and individuals who opposed the passage of such 
an act during the World War. They are determined, however. to support a com- 
prehensive Selective Service Law jn order that it will be immediately available in a 
possible emergency 

Real zing that the successful conduct of Reserve training and the effectiveness 
of the Reserve units depends primarily upon the ability and efficiency of the Regular 
Army forces charged with these duties, the convention resolved that sufficient funds 
be appropriated by Congress to maintain the Regular Army in a high state of pre- 
paredness so thet it ean perform its mission without any reduction in its personnel. 
Especially did the convention emphasize the denlorable condition of the housing of the 
Regular Army, the lack of needed ammunition for target practice, and other es-entials. 

A resolution urging Congress to provide that each Reserve officer receive one- 
twelfth of his annual pay to provide uniforms and equipment was t»bled. This was 
areolution presented by the Nebraska delegation, having been passed by that depart- 
ment at its annual convention. 

The convention went on record favoring Armistice Day as a holiday for the pur- 
pose of making it a defense tect of the military and navel forces, 

Without comment a resolution suggesting that the R.O.T.C. be enlorged so that 
8000 Reserve officers could be commissioned annually was adopted. This conforms 
with the poliev of the R.O.A., which provides that at all times there should be an 
effective replacement reservoir to overcome losses occasioned by death, disability and 
retirement.

It was resolved that Congress be urged to provide the necesseryv snnropristions 
for the Citizens’ Mélitary Training Camps to permit the training of 50,000 candidates 
in the Summer of 1926. 

Conforming with recommendation submitted by General Delfield in his annual 
report. the convention recommended that one Reserve officer be detailed to active duty 
as an assistant to the Deputy Chief of Staff in the War Denartment General Staff. 
For some time interested Reserve officers who underctond the War Department admin- 
istration of Re-erve matters have advocated the establishment of an ageney to act as 
a stabilizer between the components of the Army of the United States. 


PROMINENT OFFICERS MAKE REMARKS 


In addition to the remarks of Generals Hines. Delafield and Fries noted in the 
issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL of October 3, interesting addresses were made 
by the following: 

WAR DEPARTMENT ONLY WANTS TO DEFEND NATION 

In an address bv Acting Secretary of War Dwight W. Davis, delivered by Brig. 
Gen. H. A. Smith, U.S.A., Assistant Chief of Staff. War Plans Division, it was stated 
Im part: 

“The sole thought of the War Department in urging the fullest compliance with 
the provisions of the National Defense Act is to avoid the mistakes of the past. to give 
this country that same degree of defensive preparedness which will prevent future 
aggressions on the part of exterior enemies, and to spare our sons the horrors which 
past unpreparedness has invited. Preparedness to defend the nation is not militarism ; 
it is just common sense. The decision as to war or peace rests, in our country, with 
the civilian Congress, not the military man. In harmony: with our national principles 
our defense plans depend upon our citizens, not upon_our soldiers alone. In that spirit 
the War Department is administering the National Defense Act. Not militarism, but 
g00d citizenship. is the keynote of our national security. 

GENERAL DUNCAN FOR ARMY UNITY 

Maj. Gen. George B. Duncan, U.S.A.. asserted that a separate Air Service most 
ertainly would disturb the present coordinated administration and training of the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves: He plead for Army unity. 

“T eannot yet see.” said General Dunean, “how these matters could he handled 
with even reasonable efficiency under a separate and independent Air Service. 


COLONEL RYONS REPORTS 97,065 RESERVE OFFICERS ENROLLED 


Col. F. B. Ryons, secretary of the National Association, reported a total of 
97.065 Reserve officers commissioned by the War Department on September 19, 1925. 
“Considering only those Reserve officers resident within the continental limits of the 
United States,” he said, “during the past year every state has made an increase in the 
number of Reserve officers resident within its limits. The fact that this years record

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- C. M. TO TRY COLONEL MITCHELL TO BE ANNOUNCED OCTOBER 

12.—As the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL went to press, it was learned that 

the War Department was selecting the officers to form the General Court-mar- 

tial which is to try Colonel Mitchell for an alleged violation of Army Regula- 

tions, incident to his recent utterances in the public press denouncing the War 

-— Navy Departments relative to air services policies and the Shenandoah 
isaster. 


The detail of the court to try Colonel Mitchell will be announced on Mon- 
day, October 12. 


Colonel Mitchell’s refusal to testify before the court of inquiry is regarded 
by the Navy as the more extraordinary in view of his announced willingness to 
testify under oath before the Morrow Air Commission. Chairman Morrow told 
Colonel Mitchell at the time that the commission was not putting any witnesses 
under oath, and was accepting their statements as they were made. The War 
Department is now considering the memorandum from the Navy Department 
and will determine what, if any, action can be taken. 


It is pointed out that Colonel Mitchell complied with-the orders given him, 
which were to report to the court. It was for him to say whether or not he 
should testify. Any witness under common law may refuse to testify on the 
ground that he may incriminate himself. This, however, was not the defense 
offered by Colonel Mitchell, which is as stated above. There is an old law 
under which “any person” refusing to testify before a Naval Court may be 
cited for contempt before a civil district court, and if found guilty be punished 
by fine and imprisonment. This law has never been invoked so far as known 
in the case of an Army or Navy officer and probably will not be invoked in the 
case of Colonel Mitchell. 


Secretary of the Navy Wilbur on October 9 sent to Acting Secretary of 
War Davis a report from the Jones board of inquiry of the refusal of Col. 
William Mitchell to testify in the investigation of the Shenandoah disaster. 
After reciting the account of the proceedings of the court on October 8, the 
opinion was expressed that Colonel Mitchell violated the sections of the Federal 
Statutes which compel witnesses to appear before a naval court, and another 
one which fixes the punishment of such witnesses, which provides for a punish- 
ment of a fine of $500 or imprisonment not to exceed six months. 

The statutes in brief provide that a naval court-martial or court of inquiry 
shall have power to compel witnesses to appear and testify which United States 
courts of criminal jurisdiction within the state, territory, or district where such 
naval court shall be ordered to sit may lawfully issue. 

They further provide that any person who refuses to appear can be brought 
before a civil court, and if found guilty, can be fined not more than $500 or 
be imprisoned for not more than six months, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. 


U . S. NAVY TO BROADEN CAREERS OF AVIATION OFFICERS.—A very 

important board of officers, having to do with Navy aviation and its further 
development, has been ordered to convene at the Navy Department. This board 
will recommend a policy on the proportion of officer aviators to enlisted avia- 


tion pilots, and will also recommend a system of detail for duty by which officers 
specializing in aeronautics, will broaden their careers to fit them for the higher

. M. C. GENERAL SALES STORES TO CLOSE.—0On account of reduced ap- 
propriations, recommendation have been made by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army for discontinuing the general sales stores of the Quartermaster 
Corps. As the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL went to press, five of these stores 
had been ordered closed, and the corps area commanders have been called on for 
recommendations which will, in all probability, lead to the closing of the others. 
By December 31 it is expected that the stores at Boston, Governor’s Island, 
Philadelphia, Washington, D. C., and Chicago, will be discontinued. The sales 
commissary at Governor’s Island will carry a few of the staple non-perishable 
ration articles which are now handled by the sales store, while at Philadelphia, 
articles of clothing and equipage will be sold by the Philadelphia Quarter- 
master Intermediate Depot to authorized purchasers. 

All kinds of articles are carried on the shelves of the general sales stores 
which have been of great convenience to military personnel living at some dis- 
tance from trading centers. Now that it has been decreed by necessity to 
discontinue these sales stores, their places will be taken in part by the post 
exchanges whose scope and functions will be increased. 

No cost is borne by the Government in operating the sales stores, but in 
the aggregate, they tie up a considerable amount of capital which formed a 
revolving fund, the receipts going back into new stock, while the overhead was 
paid by the consumer. The money with which the stores are operated is 
urgently needed to buy subsistence for the last quarter of the present fiscal 
year. For the present the general sales stores outside of continental United 
States will not be affected by the order. 
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. S. AIRCRAFT CARRIER LEXINGTON LAUNCHED OCTOBER 3.—With 
the launch of the 33,000-ton aircraft carrier Lexington, from the Fore 
River yards of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation at Quincy, Mass., on 
October 3, 1925, the United States Navy secures the finest craft of her class 
yet afloat. A description of the Lexington appeared in the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL of September 26. This fine vessel, which will carry 70 planes and has 
a speed of 33 knots, was christened by Mrs. Theodore D. Robinson, wife of the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. Secretary Wilbur delivered an address in 
which he spoke of the fine spirit of the U. S. Navy, and contrasted some of the 
vessels of the old Navy with those of the new. He also spoke of the great 
value of such a ship as the Lexington to the Navy. 
Others in the official party were Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, Rear Adm. 
J. D. Beuret, and Rear Adm. Louis De Steiguer, U.S.N., commandant of the 
Boston Navy Yard. Admiral Moffett, in an address, spoke of the ever-growing 
importance of Naval Aviation. 
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EW PRESIDENT OF Q.M. ASSOCIATION.—Brig. Gen. Richard C. Mar- 

shall, O.R.C., who has been re-elected president of the Quartermasters’ 
Association, got his first military schooling in the Virginia Military Institute. 
During the War with Spain he served as a captain of volun- 
teers, and first entered the Regular Army as a second lieu- 
tenant in the Artillery Corps in 1902. He is an honor grad- 
uate of the Artillery School, class of 1904. General Marshall 
has had a wide field of experience in construction work, and 
during the World War was Chief of the Construction Division 
of the Army. The construction in the United States and insu- 
lar possessions involved an expenditure of more than $800,- 
000,000. He received the D.S.M. as a reward for his service. 
He resigned from the Army in June, 1920, to accept the posi- 
tion of general manager of the Society of General Contractors 
of America.

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RMY ORDNANCE ASSOCIATION MEET SUCCESSFUL.—More thay 
2,000 people attended the seventh annual meeting of the Army Ordnance 

Association at Aberdeen, Md., which passed into history on October 2 as on 
of the most successful demonstrations of progress toward the national defenge 
which has ever been held.

The mobile public address system, which 
was provided by the Signal Corps, made it possible to satisfactorily handle 
the crowd of over 2,000 people, which is the largest attendance ever recorded 
in the history of the Association’s annual gatherings. 

These annual meetings, however, feature demonstrations of Ordnance and 
related equipment, rather than addresses and verbal explanations, and the 
seventh annual meeting was no exception to the rule. It was possible, hovy- 
ever, to have a few words from several of the distinguished guests of the Asso- 
ciation during the day.

GEN. W. H. HART TALKS ON WINTER PLATTSBURG 


Maj. Gen. W. H. Hart, U.S.A., Quartermaster General, devoted considerable 
attention to the Quartermaster Winter Plattsburg movement, and if interest shown in 
the subject at the recent convention is a forecast of the future, the approaching series 
of Winter Plattsburgs, which open November 1, will set new marks for numbers of 
groups organized and for enrollment. 

General Hart paid a high tribute to the unselfish efforts on the part of Reserve 
officers throughout the country to fully qualify themselves for their military duties. 

“In my work during the past year with the Organized Reserves of the Quarter: 
master Corps, and from letters and personal conversations with Reserve Corps officers 
practically all over the United States, nothing stands out more clearly than the recog: 
nition on the part of those officers that they have not joined the Reserves to play in 
the uniform, but to work in it,” said the General. ‘The issue to them is too serious 
to be lightly met, and everywhere I hear the cry: ‘We want to be thoroughly trained 


and receive orders.’ 
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NCOME TAX CLAIMS TO BE FILED ON ONE FORM YEARLY.—Certi- 

fication of the income tax claims of officers would be greatly expedited in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau if officers would submit one claim for every yeat, 
it was made known this week. 


Col. F. W. Coleman, F.D., Assistant Chief of Finance, it will be recalled, was 
largely responsible for the successful culmination of the Clifford Jones income 
tax test case. A short time later, the Internal Revenue Bureau considered that 
one form to cover all years was sufficient for officers to file their claims. 


The Internal Revenue Bureau field forces, who do the actual labor, however, 
have found that it would be much more convenient, and the claims could be 
handled more expeditiously if all claims would be submitted on various forms, 
that is, one for each year, and those officers desiring prompt action on theif 
claims, should file same accordingly. 
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WO NAVY OFFICERS LEAVE SHIPPING BOARD.—Two rear admirals 

and a former rear admiral of the Navy were prominent in the controversy 
between the Shipping Board and the Fleet Corporation in the changes which 
took place in that organization during the week. The Shipping Board, o 
which Rear Adm. W. S. Benson, U.S.N., Retired, is a member, accepted the resig- 
nation of former Rear Adm. Leigh C. Palmer, as president of the Fleet Corpora 
tion. On the next day Rear Adm. Hutch I. Cone, U.S.N., Retired, vice presidet 
and general manager of the Fleet Corporation, resigned in protest agains 
the action of the Shipping Board in displacing Admiral Palmer.

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| SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS, COMMENT AND GOSSIP 








INE AND STAFF BILL OF NAVY TO BE CONSIDERED.—Owing to the 

absence of a number of officers from the Navy Department during the week 
no progress was made in the Bureau of Navigation in thé consideration of the 
Britten Line Bill or the Equalization Bill. It is expected that the officers in 
the Bureau of Navigation will take up both bills next week and go over them 
carefully with a view to making a definite recommendation to the Secretary 

he Navy. 
. in this connection the views of Rear Adm. W. R. Shoemaker, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, which was expressed to the War Coilege recently will 
be of special interest. Admiral Shoemaker declared that there are three con- 
ditions in = which should be relieved in the immediate future by legisla- 
ion. He said: 
‘ “The first condition is the fact that under the present law officers who are 
old in comparison with their classmates have little or no prospects of reaching 
the highest or higher grades of the service. 

“The second condition is the preferred retirement status of officers who 
entered the service from reserve and temporary sources in accordance with 
the Act of June 4, 1920. 

“The third condition is the necessity which will become more pressing in 
future years of extending selection downward at least one grade, to such an 
extent that forced retirements as lieutenant commander will be largely reduced 
or entirely obviated.” 

Commenting on the first condition in the course of his remarks, Admiral 
Shoemaker said: “Those who are opposed to service since graduation for re- 
tirement as a substitute for age in retirement maintain that there is no injus- 
tice done to older men of the class since their records go to the selecting board, 
and they are duly investigated and passed upon. The board would not, how- 
ever promote an older man over younger officers simply for the purpose of 
retaining such older officers in the service. His record, whatever he might be 
on the list, would be rigorously scrutinized, and he would only get promotion 
if he were manifestly the most promising material for promotion.” 

Admiral Shoemaker quoted from the report of the General Board on the 
second condition. In the course of the report it. is stated: 

“The effect on promotion, due to the existence of the large block of specially 
privileged officers permanently commissioned in the line of the Navy, is caus- 
ing great dissatisfaction among Naval Academy graduates below this block, 
and is one of the causes of an alarming number of resignations among juniors.” 

In conclusion Admiral Shoemaker said “The third condition is the selection 
downward of one and perhaps two grades. Primarily, the object of so doing 
is to provide for a higher average supply of officers from which the upper 
grades are recruited. The lame ducks go out as lieutenants or junior lieu- 
tenants, and not as lieutenant commanders and commanders, and some money 
will be saved by their elimination.” 


™ WRECK OF THE S-51.—Upon the recommendation of Rear Adm. H. H. 
Christy, U.S.N., in. charge of the work of recovering the bodies of the 
wrecked submarine S-51 off Block Is'and, N. Y., the Navy Department has 
ordered work temporarily stopped. This decision is of course unfortunate 
but was necessitated because of the difficulties encountered by the divers in 
gaining access to the compartment of the wreck where the bodies of the officers 
and men are entombed. The divers found entrance through the torpedo room 
hatch into the hull impossible, and if explosives were used to open a gap, it 
might result in the destruction of bodies, or their loss by being carried away 
by the swift currents, especially when rough weather is liable to come up any 
moment and prevent the work of the divers. 

Salvage operations which thus far have been unsuccessful, will be continued. 

The fact that the Navy itself has no wrecking steamer of sufficient power 
to raise a submarine, is one that is to be deplored. This is a situation that 
should be speedily remedied, especially when the lives of brave men may be 
involved. A sufficient appropriation should be granted by Congress to con- 
struct wrecking steamers for the Navy to be fully capable of raising subma- 
rines. It should not be necessary to depend on private companies to do this work. 

If a wrecking vessel of sufficient lifting capacity had been in the hands of 
the Navy Department the wrecked submarine would probably have been raised 
long ere this. While the Navy Department has a number of floating derricks, 
the boom capacity of the most powerful is 150 tons, which is many tons below 
the capacity necessary to raise a submarine. 


 EEKs WELCOMED HOME.—Secretary Weeks has returned to Washing- 

ton greatly improved in health. He was enthusiastically welcomed by 
the Army and by high officials of the Government. The plans of Mr. Weeks 
remain without official statement. Much as the Army would like him to stay 
at its head, his health is paramount, and if the Secretary announces his re- 
tirement it will be received with deep regret but understanding. The Army 
has never had a more redoubtable champion than the Secretary, and it seems 
destined to lose a friend whose voice was powerful not only in the councils of 
the administration but in the halls of Congress, as well. Assistant Secretary 
avis remains the most prominently mentioned possibility since Hon. Charles 
D. Hilles, of New York, who was Secretary to the President in the Taft ad- 
ministration, has indicated that he could not return to public life. It may be 
if Secretary Weeks does resign, the President will keep the office vacant for 
some time while looking around for a suitable man to fill it. 


ENERAL STAFF AND AVIATION.—There is a wrong impression through- 
out the country as to the General Staff’s attitude toward Army aviation. 
The revelations before the Aircraft Board have not caused the General Staff 
change its policy toward the orderly development of aviation. The officers 
of this staff have been exceptionally busy collecting statistics and preparing 
memorandum for the use of the Aircraft Board and the information of the 
Country. But no additional aviation officers have been placed on the staff. At 
Present there are only seven officers eligible for this service. 
hi General Pershing has been requested by cable to transmit a statement of 
is views for the information of the Aircraft Board. This statement is awaited 
tery profound interest. It will unquestionably largely influence the recommen- 
ations which the board will make. 





LASS B BOARD EXAMINING RECORDS OF ARMY OFFICERS.—The 
Class B Board with Maj. Gen. Douglass MacArthur, U.S.A., at its head 

is in session at Washington. The other members of the board are Brig. Ggns. 
Robert E. Callen, Malvern-Hill Barnum, LeRoy S. Upton, Frank Parker, and 
E. T. Collins. Maj. Hugh Walthall is acting as recorder of the board. The 
board is scanning the records of the officers whose efficiency reports are below 
the average to determine how many should be recommended for Class B. 

Under the law and policy of the War Department no announcement is ever 
made of the list of officers who are annually put in Class B. After this board 
combs the list of “below average” that has been submitted to it by the Adju- 
tant General, a number of boards of inquiry will be appointed in the different 
corps areas to determine whether the list recommended by the original Class 
B boards shall be approved. Officers who are placed provisionally in Class B 
will be permitted to appear before a board of inquiry. Their superiors who 
have made unfavorable reports will be called as witnesses and placed under 
oath. They will be required to verify their reports, and the officers provision- 
ally in Class B will be given an opportunity to reply. 

The names of the officers who are finally placed in Class B will then be 
submitted to “the willing and faithful board.” This board will determine 
whether the deficiencies of the Class B officers are due to neglect, misconduct, 
or avoidable habits. If the answer is in the affirmative the officer will be dis- 
charged from the Army. If it is in the negative he will be retired. 

In any event the greatest care is being taken to avoid publicity in the clas- 
sification of officers. How well this system is working is indicated by the fact 
that only three officers have ever protested against the system in vogue. As 
a matter of fact, only in exceptional cases will officers be actually dismissed. 
They are permitted to resign and go out of the service without any stain on 
their public records. Some of the officers who failed in the Army are making 
good in civil life. 


ENERAL STAFF CHANGES.—Among the officers of the General Staff of 

the Army who will be relieved next Spring through the operation of the 
Manchu Law will be Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan, Deputy Chief of Staff, and 
Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3. 

Just what date they will be relieved has not been determined, but it is 
roughly estimated that General Nolan will be due for relief in March and 
General Drum in April or June. The changes will come at a very unfortunate 
time, when Congress is in session and both General Nolan and General Drum 
are engaged in reports for Congress. However, General Nolan is insisting 
upon being relieved according to the law, although it is known that the Secretary 
of War has expressed the opinion that he could well be kept in the War De- 
partment until the adjournment of Congress. General Drum will have been 
in the War Department only two years when he will be relieved. He takes the 
same position as to his relief that General Nolan does. 


VIATORS TO RETAIN WINGS.—tThere is no intention on the part of the 
Secretary of the Navy to take the insignia of wings away from the avia- 
tors. Recommendation to do so was recently made by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, the purpose being to avoid a distinction of this character for a special 
branch of the Navy. The aviators protested vigorously against the removal 
of the emblems, finding in them a source of pride and a recognition which they 
held the kind of service they rendered justified. The department is in accord 
with the view of the aviators, and the recommendation of the bureau will be 
disregarded. 


EARINGS BEFORE GENERAL LORD.—The Budget hearings for the Navy 

Department will start on Saturday, October 16, the Marine Corps on 
Tuesday, the 19th, and the War Department on October 28. The various offi- 
cials concerned in this matter are preparing their arguments, and hope to con- 
vince General Lord that their estimates are sound. General Lord’s attitude 
is that there must be reduction, and a loss of personnel in all the branches is 
apprehended. 





EST OF TRANSMITTING PHO- 

TOS BY TELEPHONE SATISFAC- 
TORY.—Photographs taken and de- 
veloped in an airplane while in flight 
over Fort Leavenworth, Kans., on Oc- 
tober 2 were transmitted to New York 
City by telephone, and an acknowledge- 
ment from New York that the pictures 
were received, was in the hands of the 
Fort Leavenworth military authorities 
in 34 minutes. Capt. George W. God- 
dard, A.S., together with Dr. S. M. 
Burke and Dr. C. E. Kenneth Mess, the 
well known scientists, are the develop- 
ers of this process. 

The new process which makes pos- 
sible the developing and finishing of the 
photograph in the same plane from 
which it was taken, while in flight, is 
a new process which is destined to 
prove of great military value. For in-

the delay of landing the plane, develop- 
ing and finishing the picture probably 
at a considerable distance both from 
the plane and from the headquarters 
where the finished picture is desired. 
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RAVEL PAY DECISION MAY AFFECT WHOLE ARMY.—The Comp- 

troller General of the United States rendered a decision on September 29, 
1925, stating that Maj. H. E. Pace, F.D., the finance officer at Brooklyn, N. Y., 
was ‘not authorized to pay travel pay on final statement of Zenon Hernandez, 
Battery C, 11th Field Artillery, from New York to San Francisco and Honolulu 
to Schofield Barracks. The travel pay law, it is pointed out in the War Depart- 
ment, was never understood to contemplate a technical place of discharge, and 
the extent to whether this decision may be far-reaching can only be determined 
when other cases of a like character are presented to the Finance Department 
for payment. 

In the course of his decision the Comptroller said: “From the Army stand- 
point the man’s services were terminated at San Francisco, and his retention 
in the Service while being transported to Porto Rico in the care of attendants, 
all at the expense of the United States and for his benefit, does not give him a 
right to travel pay for land travel from Porto Rico to the place from which he 
was transported at the expense of the United States solely and only for his 
benefit. Such a case is not within the reason or purpose of the travel pay law; 
the purpose to be accomplished by the travel pay law has been accomplished 
by the transfer of the man under pay and in the care of attendants to a hospital 
in the vicinity of his home.” 


IXTEENTH U.S. INFANTRY CELEBRATES 64TH BIRTHDAY.—The 16th 

U. S. Infantry, Col. S. H. Ford, U.S.A., famous for its valor in five wars 
and the first American troops to suffer losses in France, it is claimed, was 
64 years old on October 5, 1925. That event and the seventh anniversary of 
the Sixteenth’s historic Meuse-Argonne drive, when it held all its objectives, 
was celebrated October 5 on Governor’s Island by the entire regiment, under 
Colonel Ford. 

Brig. Gen. Preston Brown, U.S.A., commanding the 1st Division, and Colonel 
Ford paid tribute to the World War dead of the regiment. Ninety per cent 
of the officers and 70 per cent of the enlisted men of the assault battalion were 
killed in the Meuse-Argonne. 

Among striking and impressive ceremonies arranged were the formal pres- 
entation of the recruits to the Colors, and the retirement from active service of 
Master Sgt. Walter L. Mulligan, a veteran of 30 years’ campaigning. 

The regiment has a record for gallant deeds stretching from Civil War days 
in 1861 to the close of the World War. It took part in Indian uprisings, the 
Spanish-American War, and the Philippine insurrection. The Sixteenth’s colors 
were planted in the Spanish trenches at San Juan Hill. Its members fought in 
six of the major engagements of the World War. 

The celebration on October 5 lasted the whole day and evening and included 
vaudeville entertainments and dancing. 


EVENTH U. S. INFANTRY ACTIVITIES.—Since the return of the 7th 

Infantry, U.S.A., to Vancouver Barracks, after an unusually successful train- 
ing camp season at Camp Lewis, the regiment has been augmented by the 
addition of 140 replacements. Approximately 50 per cent of these men are 
recruits from the East Coast, while the remainder are men who have been 
returned from foreign service in the Philippines. 

Second Lt. C. R. Hazeltine, 7th Inf., U.S.A., is supervising a detail of men 
who are engaged in surveying a new road to the regimental target range at 
Prosbstal, Wash. It has been extremely difficult to get wheeled transportation 
to and from the range in the Spring. 

The new Pearson Aviation Field, recently dedicated, is located on the mili- 
tary reservation at Vancouver Barracks, Washington, the 7th Infantry station. 
It is under command of Ist Lt. Oakley G. Kelley, A.S., world-famous ace. 
Fifty-two planes from all parts of the West took part in the events incident 
to the dedication. Col. F. J. Morrow, commanding the 7th Infantry, was master 
of ceremonies. Thousands of people witnessed the events. Officers and ladies 
of the 7th Infantry were guests of the Vancouver Chamber of Commerce, which 
sponsored the affair. Speeches were delivered by Brig. Gen. Paul A. Wolf, 
U.S.A., commanding the 5th Infantry Brigade and Vancouver Barracks; Col. 
Frank J. Morrow, 7th Infantry; Lt. Oakley G. Kelley, commanding Pearson 
Field, and the Mayor of Vancouver. 


IR PHOTOGRAPHS OF BLUE RIDGE MOUNTAINS.—Approximately 1,100 
square miles in the Blue Ridge Mountains of Virginia, extending from Front 
Royal to Waynesboro, are being photographed by Lt. C. L. Williams, A.S., 
U.S.A., and Staff Sgt. “. J. Barnhill, U.S.A., of the 2d Photo Section. In addi- 
tion to the above photographic work in Virginia, aerial maps will be constructed 
from photographs taken of proposed national parks in North Carolina and 
Tennessee. 

Due to the extreme elevations in the area of the Blue Ridge. Mountains, the 
work is being done at an altitude of 15,000 feet, and it is hoped to complete it 
in the near future. The film, after being exposed, is shipped by Lieutenant 
Williams to the 2d Photo Section at Langley Field, Va., where it is developed, 
printed and the mosaic assembled. About 60 rer cent of the personnel of the 
laboratory of this photo section, who are develo ..g the exposed film and other- 
wise completing the project into the finished 1. osaic, are graduates from the 
Air Service Technical School at Chanute Field, Iii. 


ASS SINGING BY THE 29TH U. S. INFANTRY.—To enhance the esprit 

de corps of the 29th Infantry, U.S.A., stationed at Ft. Benning, Ga., Col. 
J. B. Gowen, commanding the regiment, directs that all companies will be 
trained in “Mass singing and regimental yells” on designated days.

HRILLING AIR SHOW AT FT. LEAVENWORTH.—The air show given 

at Ft. Leavenworth October 2, was a part of the Command and General Staff 
Course of Instruction in the General Service Schools. Thirty-two aviators 
assembled from Chanute Field, Ill.; Kelly Field, Tex., and McCook Field, at 
Dayton, Ohio. 

The demonstration was replete with thrills. Each event was run off on 
schedule time, and the near-fatalities which occurred were not seen by the 
crowd. Lt. Russell L. Maughan, U.S.A., of Coast-to-Coast fame, was lucky 
enough to escape injury when his engine “went dead” right after the maneuvers, 
and he made a forced landing, damaging his plane but saving himself from 
submersion in the Missouri River, only a few feet distant. Lt. John Moore, 
U.S.A., of McCook Field, narrowly escaped having to use his parachute when one 
of the flares which he lighted 2,000 feet up clung tenaciously to his plane. 

Maj. Frederick Martin, U.S.A., Round-the-World-Flight commander, inter. 
estingly explained the whys and wherefores of the movements of each plane 
and answered numerous questions. 

The outstanding features on the program were the theoretical bombing of 
a railroad bridge, and the attack of seven pursuit planes on a machine-gun 
nest. The machine gun action was realistic. There was little left of the targets 
when the planes left. 

Maj. Clinton Russell, A.S., of Ft. Leavenworth, directed the planes from 
a radio station within hearing of the crowd, and the flyers responded like magic 
to his commands. 


EW INSIGNIA FOR 6TH COMPOSITE GROUP, AIR SERVICE A dis- 

tinctive insignia of the 6th Composite Group, Air Service, U.S.A., for wear 
as a part of the uniform, approved by the Secretary of War, recalls adventures 
along the Spanish Main, when pirates flew their black flags with the skull 
and cross bones. The official order governing the insignia describes it as fol- 
lows: 

INSIGNIA—A pirate’s head and shoulders tatooed on chest with skull and 
bones proper, garbed and coifed Or and sable, couped at the breast and resting 
on the propeller of an airplane, the blades bearing the words “Parati Defenders. 

The badge is the crest and motto of the group and will be manufactured in 
bright metal and enamel in one size as the organization may select but not in 
excess of 1% inches in height. 

TO BE WORN: By Officers—On the service uniform on the upper portion of 
the shoulder loops of coat; on the front of the service hat midway between band 
and crease. On white uniform same as on service coat. On mess jacket on 
both lapels above line of miniature medals. _ ; 

By Enlisted Personnel—On the service uniform on both sides of the collar, 
three-quarters of an inch in rear of service insignia; on the front of the service 
hat midway between band and crease.

Religion, commerce, over-population, greed—none of these 
compares with that terrible of all inspirers of national conflict, “Saint Routine.” 
This quaint descriptive term for the usual conduct of mankind is to Professor 
Jordan the Red Flag which drenches the world in blood. It creates armies 
and navies, it produces offense to the national honor, it precipitates wars, and 
in the meantime it causes peoples, notably the United States, to involve them- 
selves in staggering military expenditures. 

So, Mr. Citizen, avoid routine if you want to escape responsibility for pro- 
voking the next war. Don’t make it a point to eat breakfast at 8 o’clock, catch 
the train five minutes later, read the paper while traveling, and appear promptly 
at your office at 9! A habit of that kind leads to national routine and national 
routine leads to Saint Routine, and Saint Routine leads to constantly growing 
armies and navies with huge expenditures, and then—WAR. 

There was a time when Professor Jordan had standing in the country as 
a thinker and a scholar. He became a friend of the Kaiser (this was before 
the war), and after his friend von Bernstorff was expelled he became unpopular 
because of the character of his associations. But he has never forgotten that 
he was a pacifist before the war, and he feels it is his duty to continue to propa- 
gate his convictions. So he got the Boston Herald recently to publish an article 
on “what we owe to Saint Routine,” and used it as a vehicle to circulate abso- 
lutely false statements about the cost of our Army and Navy. We are cheerful 
about Doctor Jordan. His beloved Saint Routine may yawn a little at being 


brought into the limelight as a cause of war, but it will go on placidly, a tread- 
mill of endeavor upon which all of us alike must walk.

Oriental Chicken Curry.—Curried dishes, as Army people know, are served 
yery generally all through the Orient, with many condiments procured and 
obtainable only in the Far East. They are very popular with the British Army 
officers stationed in India and with the foreign residents in all Oriental coun- 
tries. The wives of our Army officers, who have served in foreign stations, 
have introduced these curried dishes into our Army posts in this country, 
where they are great favorites with Army families. Following is the recipe 
for Curried Chicken which was given me by a General’s wife who adapted this 
dish for use in the United States with ingredients which can be purchased 
here. Cut chicken as for frying. Brown each piece in bacon fat. Transfer 
to a kettle or casserole. To the remaining fat in the frying pan, about two 
tablespoons, add one large chopped onion and cook until it browns. Add two 
tablespoons of curry powder, one heaping tablespoon of flour and gradually 
stir in one pint of hot water. Simmer a few minutes and then pour it over 
the chicken. Cover closely and cook slowly on top of the stove or in a slow 
oven until the chicken is tender. Serve with rice, and curry gravy as well as 
the following condiments, using a spoonfu: of each for every serving. 

Condiments (to be served at the table): 1. East Indian Chutney. 2. Small 
pieces of crisp bacon. 3. Fresh cocoanut, grated. 4. Hard boiled eggs, grated 
and arranged with the white around the edge of the dish and the yellow in 
the center. 5. Peanuts, ground fine. 6. Onions, sliced and placed in the oven 
until brown and dry. 7. Red and green peppers, arranged with the red in the 
center of the dish svrrounded by the green.—By Phyllis Jervey. 


Canton Sherbet.—Four cups of water; two cups of sugar; juice of four 
lemons; two ounces of chopped preserved ginger and three tablespoons of 
cornstarch. Let the water come to a boil, add the sugar and cornstarch which 
have been mixed together. Boil about three minutes and pour over it the 
lemon juice and ginger. Chill and freeze—By Phyllis Jervey. 





FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL NEWS 











‘THE BRITISH ARMY MANEUVERS.—Commenting on the recent British 

Army maneuvers in England, in which the largest aggregation of troops 
since the World War were mobilized, the Army and Navy and Air Force Gazette 
of London, of September 26, says in part: 


“The army maneuvers are likely to yield a fine crop of ideas for the further 
development of training scheme. They are not held to decide questions of 
policy, or even of administration, and they are certainly not held to secure a 
win for one general or the other. Nor is it a question of whether we have a 
large enough army, as one military writer suggests. We know that the army 
is too small, but policy being what it is, we have to make the best of matters 
and look to efficiency in the few. 

_ “The maneuvers formed a ‘try-out’ of ideas from the general staff point of 
view after the formations have concluded their preparation. Apart from this, 
a main question is whether the expeditionary force is fit in the training sense. 
The maneuvers will do little to answer that question, and the earlier training 
offers a much better criterion. At the end of the divisional work last week the 
answer was readily obtainable. The units are fit and well trained, and, more 
than that, they are well led. The brains behind the force are more flexible, 
more comprehensive in outlook, and moral effect is better appreciated. There 
is no need to worry for the report on the maneuvers so far as efficiency is 
concerned. 

Task of the Commanders 


“The maneuvers have been framed on the interesting basis of an army corps 
moving from the east opposed by a cavalry division and a division of four 
brigades. The idea is suggestive of Mons, and in the tactical work it will be 
seen how far a cavalry division using light tanks and armored cars can hamper 
the employment of a corps against the front of the smaller force of infantry 
taking up ground for a delaying action. Gen. Sir Alexander Godley has the 
smaller western force, and Lt. Gen. Sir Philip Chetwode is moving the army 
corps aided by the 1st Cavalry Brigade and a fleet of aircraft. The allocation 
of the roles is interesting, as the more mobile smaller force is given to a soldier 
. foot, while the heavy infantry weight of the corps is placed with a cav- 
alryman. 

The Cavalry Division 


“The employment of a cavalry division on the numerically inferior side was 
an interesting problem for Maj. Gen. T. T. Pitman, late 11th Hussars, who 
commands it. He has had something of the task which was set Gen. Sir Charles 

onro in Northamptonshire in 1913, when his small force, covered by cavalry 
brigades, opposed the advance of a force similar to that which Sir Philip 
Chetwode leads.” 


PUTURE PEACE OF EUROPE AS SEEN BY GENERAL HAMILTON.— 
General Sir Ian Hamilton, a distinguished officer of the British Army, while 
en route from England to Brindisi, was recently interviewed by a correspondent 
of the London Observer. He expressed the opinion that France is endeavoring 
to maintain an overseas empire with a conscript Army, and he was quoted as 
being doubtful whether such an ambition could be realized, declaring that 
oreign service on the British scale will never run in double harness with con- 
scription. “Her officers,” said General Hamilton, “are devoted and many of 
them brilliant soldiers, but without a stiffening, say one-third, of Poilus, how 
can they get Malagassis and Cochin-Chinese to stand up to fight Arabs? The 
negalese and Foreign Legion are good troops, but they are not Frenchmen. 





As to the future of real European peace, General Hamilton gave the opinion 
that in this perilous situation everything turns upon England. He said: 

“If England can carry France with her in recognizing Germany as a neigh- 
bor whose intelligence, discipline, patriotism and power are, and must continue 
to be, an essential part of European civilization, then we may hope for peace. 
But if not, then nobody else will do it, and in that case I see nothing before us 
but another clash, and a succession of clashes, till Europe is a cinder-heap. 

“Because of the psychology of the German, I regard it as a matter of 
extreme urgency that we should no longer lump good and bad Germans together, 
and treat the whole nation as a pariah dog. There is a changing consciousness 
in Germany. The bitterness of defeat, the desolation of their former prosperity, 
and the indignation which the educated classes not unnaturally feel at the treat- 
ment they have received from the Allies ever since their revolution and the 
Armistice—these feelings are now merging into a consciousness of their 
strength and power. The peril lies in this, that Germany’s consciousness of 
strength and power may outstrip our generosity. 

“The whole future of the world, I am convinced, will be decided during the 
next few months. It will turn upon the temper in which the Germans regard 
the British people. That they will solidly and vigorously restore their broken 
fortunes no one acquainted with Germany can doubt for a moment. The ques- 
tion for us, then, is simply this: Are we to work together in a friendly under- 
standing with a republican and industrial Germany, or are we to stand apart 
and see a Hohenzollern spirit creeping back as a form of patriotism to restore 
the offended self-respect of the German people? It may be difficult for us to 
act, although I cannot see why; but clear as the sun in the heavens is the fact 
that unless we do act, generously and sincerely, without patronage and with- 
out fear, it will soon be too late.” 


TALY.—Gen. Allesandro Guidoni, of the Italian Army, well known in Wash- 

ington as former Air Attache of the Italian Embassy, has replaced Captain 
Searoni as Air Attache to the Italian Embassy in London. -General Guidoni 
has had a very distinguished career in Italian aviation, and is one of the pioneers 
of flying, having been actively engaged in aviation since the very earliest days. 
He was formerly the head of the Italian Government aircraft establishment 
before going to London. 


ERMANY.—The world’s record for gliding duration was broken by Ferdi- 

nand Schultz, a German entrant in the international meet at Foodosia, 
Russia, October 3, 1925. He stayed in the air 12 hours 6 minutes and 22 sec- 
onds. He was still going strong when forced down by darkness. The best 
previous record was for 10 hours, made by the French aviator, Masseau.

CTIVITIES OF THE 258TH FIELD ARTILLERY, N.Y.N.G. (8TH NEW 

YORK).—The 1925 camp on the 258th Field Artillery, N.Y.N.G., Col. 
Elmore F. Austin, recently concluded at Camp Eustis, Va., after two weeks of 
strenuous training, will stand out as one of the best in its history. The regi- 
ment reported at camp with a percentage of over 90 per cent of its members.

7EST POINT EXAMINATIONS FOR OHIO N.G. ON NOVEMBER 2.— 
Examinations for West Point Military Academy to select six candidates 
from the enlisted personnel of the Ohio National Guard will be held November 
2-4 at the office of the Adjutant General, State House, Columbus. The success- 
ful aspirants will take the regular entrance examinations beginning March 2, 
1926. Requirements on the application, which must reach the A.G.O. through 
the channel by October 25, are full name, date of birth, whether single or 
married, date of present enlistment, grade and organization, previous service 
if any, with date of enlistment and discharge, organization served in and per- 
manent post-office address. The next term begins July 1, 1926. 
During the National Guard of Ohio convention, to be held November 8 and 
9 at the Akron Armory, Hospital Co. 134, 112th Medical Regiment, will estab- 
lish and maintain an aid station for the benefit of those attending. 


NATIONAL GUARD FAVORS NEW AIR SERVICE UNIFORMS.—Thir- 

teen states have now, through their adjutants general, voted on the uni- 

form question. It is almost unanimous for the adoption of the Air Service 

uniform. The adjutants general have reported in a number of cases that they 

have not only made inquiry among National Guard officers but among Reserve 
cers also. 

In addition to Alebama, mentioned in the issue of the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL, of last week, Connecticut, Kentucky, Mississippi, New Hampshire, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, and Wyoming have reported through their adjutants general. In 
anumber of states it appears that the National Guard during the training 
camps manifested a deep interest in the subject. There is also reports of sen- 
timent for the return to the blue dress uniform. There are suggestions of the 
adoption of a blue uniform for winter wear, and a white uniform for the 
summer, In none of the communications is there a suggestion that the change 
Will cecasion too much expense. The poll is taken on the assumption that the 
change would be optional for five years, which it is believed will give officers 
Plenty of time to wear out their old uniforms. we ’ ‘ 

The Adjutant General of North Carolina in addition to expressing the senti- 
Ment of the guard of that state for the lapel collar, discusses the proposition 





for a dress uniform. He says: “It is my personal desire that the old blue dress 
uniform with a high collar for winter, and a white uniform for summer be 
ae The olive drab should be used entirely for field service with the roll 
collar. 

The Adjutant General of New Hampshire reports that the vote taken so 
far in his state is 55 for lapel collar and 10 for a high collar. 

The Adjutant General of Mississippi states that an informal conference held 
at the summer training camps indicates that 85 percent of the National Guard 
and Reserve Officers are for the lapel collar. 

In Kentucky a vote was taken at one training camp with the result that 
there were 43 votes for the lapel collar and one for the high collar. The adjutant 
general declares that informal conference indicates that 95 percent of the 
National Guard of that state is for a change in the uniform. 

The Connecticut Adjutant General reports that a questionnaire was sent 
to every National Guard officer in that state. So far 194 have been heard from, 
144 of which are for the roll collar, 40 for the high collar, and one officer had 
no preference. 

Replies already received in answer to the “Immediate Action” letter of Sep- 
tember 18, requesting officers of the Ohio National Guard to indicate their pref- 
erence for the proposed new lapel military collar or the one in vogue at present, 
indicate a resolution in favor of the new style. Of 481 replies received by Sep- 
tember 28, there were 441 in favor of the roll collar, leaving only 40 preferring 
the high “choker.” 


| Mpa ig to ORDER INCREASES NATIONAL GUARD FLYING PAY 
FIFTY PER CENT.—An Executive Order of vital interest to every Air 
Service officer and enlisted man of the National Guard has just been signed by 
the President and in the course of the next few days will be issued to the 
Service. Paragraph 4 prescribes the 50 per centum increase in pay while 
occupying a flying status. 

Administrative instructions as to how to prepare the pay rolls and the cer- 
tificates to be attached thereto, etc., are now being prepared, and will be issued 
to the National Guard in a short while. The Militia Bureau requests that no 
claim be submitted until after these instructions have been received. 

For the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of section 4 of 
the act of Congress approved May 31, 1924, relative to increased pay for mem- 
bers of the National Guard while on duty requiring them to participate regu- 
larly and frequently in aerial flights and atlowance for traveling expenses 
incident thereto, the following regulations, effective July 1, 1922, are hereby 
promulgated and made applicable to officers and enlisted men of the National 
Guard: 

1. Officers and enlisted men of the National Guard who, under regulations pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War, are physically fit for flying, and who come within 
the following classes, will be considered as on duty requiring them to participate 
regularly and frequently in aerial flights. 

a. Officers belong.ng to Air Service organizations of the National Guard who by 
applicable tables of organizations are classified as pilots or observers. 

b. Enlisted men belonging to Air Service organizations of the National Guard 
who by applicable tables of organization are classified as flight chiefs, crew chiefs, 
or master photographers. 

c. Officers of the Medical Corps attached to Air Service organizations of the 
National Guard, who by applicable tables of organization are classified as flight 
surgeons. 

d. In addition to the above, such other officers and enlisted men belonging to or 
attached to Air Service organizations of the National Guard as may be detailed to 
such duty by written orders issued by senior Air Service commander in each state: 
provided, that the number of additional enlisted men so detailed in any organization 
shall not exceed 10 per centum of the maintenance enlisted strength of such organiza- 
tion including attached personnel. 

e. Officers and enlisted men, who, under authority of the Secretary of War are in 
attendance at a course of instruction in air p.lot duties, aircraft observer duties, or 
flight surgeon duties at a service school. 

Each officer and enlisted man of the National Guard while on duty requiring him 
to participate regularly and frequently in aerial flights shall, unless excused, be re- 
quired when participating in exercises or performing duties provided for by section 
94, 97, or 99, National Defense Act, to make at least 10 aerial flights or be in the 
air a total of four hours during each complete calendar month, and during a frac- 
tional part of a calendar month to make a proportionate number of aerial flights or 
be in the air a proportionate period of time, which the regulations prescribe in detail. 

The regulations give the definitions of what constitute aerial flight, travel by air, 
a continuous journey, necessary delay, ete. 

The duty herein prescribed shall be performed at an ordered assembly or assemblies 
for drill and instruction. 

A captain, lieutenant or enlisted man belonging to an Air Service organization of 
the National Guard who, while in attendance at an ordered assembly for drill and 
instruction of his organization, participates in one or more aerial flights, shall receive 
an increase of 50 per centum in the pay to which he is otherwise entitled for attend- 
ance at such assembly. 

Officers and enlisted men of the National Guard while on duty requiring them to 
participate regularly and frequently in aerial flights, shall, when such flying duty 
involves travel, receive the same allowances for traveling expenses as are or hereafter 
may be authorized for the Regular Army. Such allowances shall be paid only when 
the travel is authorized by the Secretary of War and performed under competent orders.

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UNITED STATES NAVY 


A* unusually large number of flag officers of the Navy have been recently 
ordered shift to and from various important commands afloat and ashore. 
The orders relative to these changes have been previously published in this 
paper, but we give herewith a consolidation of the changes 
ordered with some brief facts relating to the officers, all of 
whom have rendered distinguished service. 


Adm. S. S. Robison, U.S.N., new commander in chief of 
the United States Fieet, hoisted his flag on the U.S.S. Seattle 
October 5, relieving Adm. Robert E. Coontz, U.S.N., who is 
now en route via Panama to New York City, where he ex- 
pects to arrive November 2. 

Admiral Robison is recognized throughout the Navy as an 
officer well qualified for his new responsibilities in the highest 
command afloat. His services as commander in chief of the 

Adnil. 8.8. Robison Battle Fleet have been of the most progressive description. 

Admiral Robison’s record during the World War in exercising 
general supervision over the submarines won for him the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal. 

Rear Adm. Robert E. Coontz, U.S.N., who assumes command of the 5th 
Naval District, held the temporary rank of admiral longer than any other 
Navy officer now on the active list. None have been more aggressive in a 
fight for a Navy up to Treaty strength. The Navy loves Admiral Coontz par- 
ticularly for the fearless fight he made before Congress for an adequate Navy. 
The brunt of the battle fell upon his shoulders and he incurred the enmity of 
anti-Navy legislators. 

Admiral Coontz did not quit the fight when he gave up his office as Chief 
of Naval Operations. His first report as commander in chief of the U. 5S. 
Fleet was a bombshell among the little navy members in Congress when they 
were making their second drive against American sea power. 
He has another bombshell now on file in the Navy Department 
which, it is thought, will show the disastrous effect of drastic 
reductions in the Navy budget. As commander in chief of 
the U. S. Fleet, Admiral Coontz brought it up to the highest 
point of efficiency possible with limited appropriations. 


Adm. Charles F. Hughes, U.S.N., who is ordered to relieve 
Admiral Robison as commander of the Battle Fleet, will hoist 
his flag on the U.S.S. Pennsylvania as the U.S.S. California 
lays up at the navy yard, Puget Sound, for overhaul. Ad- 
miral Hughes is well known in the Navy and recently served 
a tour of shore duly as Director of Fleet Training at the Adml. R. E. Coontz 
Navy Department. 


Vice Adm. Richard H. Jackson, U.S.N., new commander of the battleship 
divisions of the Battle Fleet, relieved Adm. Henry A. Wiley, U.S.N., hoisting 
his flag on the U.S.S. Virginia. He was popular in the Navy Department where 
he — as Assistant Chief of Naval Operations prior to his assignment to 
sea duty. 


Rear Adm. Henry A. Wiley, U.S.N., goes to the General Board of the Navy, 
nag a ability will have full play. He is considered a valuable addition to 
the Board. 


Adm. Philip Andrews, U.S.N., will soon be commander of the Ist Naval 
District. He is commander of the naval forces in Europe, flagship U.S.S. Pitts- 
burgh, and has rendered some excellent service abroad, handling delicate mis- 
sions very efficiently. At the same time he stands high in the regard of the 
officials of nations with whom he has come into contact. 

When Admiral Andrews went to Dalmatia last Fall he was 
received by the Jugo-Slavs like a savior. The city of Spalato 
made him a citizen and he was welcomed everywhere with 
tremendous enthusiasm. One of his hard tasks was to keep 
peace between the Jugo-Slavs and Italians, which he did very 
tactfully and successfully. 

Both the Jugo-Slavs and the Italians gave Admiral Andrews 
decorations, the Italians awarding him the first. The Jugo- 
Slavs capped it by giving the Admiral the Serbian White 
Eagle, lst class, with swords. This decoration is held only by 
Adml. P. Andrews two Serb field marshals and is their most prized decoration. 


Rear Adm. Louis R. de Steiguer, U.S.N., who becomes com- 
mander of Battleship Division 4 of the Battle Fleet, vice Rear Adm. William 
D. McDougall, U.S.N., as soon as Admiral Andrews relieves him from com- 
mand of the Ist Naval District, has been very active while in command of the 
District, and the esteem in which the Navy is held in Boston and vicinity at- 
tests to the morale of the personnel under him. 


Admiral Clarence S. Williams, U.S.N., will assume command of the Asiatic 
Fleet, relieving Adm. Thomas Washington, U.S.N., who will return to the 
United States and take command of the 12th Naval District. Admiral Williams 
has been at the Naval War College and has a distinguished record. Admiral 
Washington also has a distinguished record. Upon his shoulders rested the 
welfare of Americans in China during the recent threatened repetition of the 
Boxer outbreak. The tact with which the naval units under his command 
— the situation drew praise from diplomats of all nations who were 
in China.

personnel of the Navy who passed the competitive mental examination in a 
given year, but failed to enter the Naval Academy during that year on account 
of physical disqualification, is in the same status as any other enlisted man 
who subsequently seeks appointment. 

Status of officer performing duty of counsel for the defense before a court: 
martial is held to be the same as that of a civilian counsel acting in that 
capacity. He is bound, regardless of rank, to obey the orders of the court and 
to conform to its rulings after having made due and respectful objection and 
entered such protest as will preserve in the record of the case the rights of the 
defense. In this respect he is subject to the orders of the court. 

Chief radio electrician and chief electrician, radio electrician, electrician may 
not be appointed Ensigns.—Under the Act of March 3, 1909, which provides 
“That chief boatswains, chief gunners, and chief machinists shall be eligible 
for appointment to the grade of ensign under the restrictions imposed by law 
upon the appointment of boatswains, gunners and warrant machinists to that 
grade,” and other acts of like intent. Congress specifically designated certain 
classes of warrant and commissioned warrant officers from whom appointments 
to the grade of ensign may be made, and thereby indicating its purpose to 
restrict the eligibility for appointment to those described in law. 

Retirement of enlisted man as an officer.—Held: The provisions above quoted 
apply only to those cases where an officer in the Regular Navy has been retired 
since December 31, 1921, under certain conditions therein specified. The man 
in question was not retired, but transferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve; conse- 
quently the provisions of the Omnibus Bill do not apply. : 

Probationary second lieutenants, loss of numbers by general court-martial— 
Held: There is no approved legal sentence of loss of numbers by general court- 
martial in the case of probationary second lieutenants, U.S.M.C.

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ADIO TEST FOR MILITARY PUR- 

POSES BY WISCONSIN NA- 
TIONAL GUARD.—The Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard is to test the practica- 
bility of the radio for military pur- 
poses. The first trial will be made on 
January 25 next, when the University 
of Wisconsin regimental band of 90 
pieces will broadcast from _ station 
WHA, University of Wisconsin, music 
for guard mount. Army officers on 
duty at the university will give the 
commands. The sending part of the 
program is being arranged by Lt. Col. 
. F. Barnes, D.O.L., U.S.A., com- 
mandant at the university, who is co- 
operating with Guard officials for this 
event. 

Every armory in the state will be 
equipped with a radio for that night, 
several radio companies having offered 
to install them for this test free of 
charge. 

The plan originated with Lt. Col. 
T. B. Beveridge, inspector 22d Cavalry 
Division, who acted as camp inspector 
at Camp Douglas last Summer. The 
Adjutant General of Wisconsin gave 
authority to carry out the plan, and 
Colonel Beveridge met with hearty co- 
operation from Army officials on duty 
at the University of Wisconsin, the 
university broadcasting officials and 
radio companies. 

If the initial test proves satisfactory, 
it is expected that the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard will use the radio for 
other purposes, including lectures for 
the entire guard. If the desires of 
those having the matter in charge are 
realized, an effort will be made to have 
each armory permanently equipped 
with a radio.

THE FINANCIAL DIGEST

The most critical situation at present, in the 
minds of the public, is the money market. Alarm 
has resulted from several weeks of comparatively 
high call money rates. Six per cent has ruled 
on several occasions. 


Fundamentally, however, there is no basis for 
this alarm. The call money market is utilized 
by the banking interests more or less as a brake 
on speculative activities in both commodities 
and securities, although there has been no oc- 
casion to call a halt in the former. ‘The pres- 
ent up-turn in call money can be interpreted 
as a warning against over-extension in the 
stock market, and apparently this warning is 
being heeded by the more astute speculatogs. 

Time money rates, which are the real indi- 
eators of credit conditions, are only fractionally 
firmer, and this is due entirely to the norma! 
seasonal increase at this time of the year in 
connection with crop harvesting and moving re- 
quirements, 

In connection with the banking situation, the 
Guaranty Survey, in its current issue, says: ‘The 
financial situation is strong and there is little 
prospect that business activity in the near fu- 
ture will receive any set-back from stringency 
in the money market. Both bank loans and in- 
terest rates, however, reflect a growing demand 
for funds. Some further seasonal tightening 
in the market for short-term funds may appear 
within the next few weeks.” 


The mere fact that the banking interests have 
seen fit to issue a warning in the form of 
higher call money rates should not be lost on 
those who are carrying speculative stocks, and 
especially industrials. Many such issues have 
decided over-discounted probable earning power. 
The same situation is true in some of the pub- 
lie utilities, and the president of the Detroit 
Edison Company, following a statement several 
weeks ago by the head of the Insull group of 
a similar tenor, has called attention to the high 





price to which the stock of this company has 
been worked by over-enthusiastic speculators. 
He states frankly that the company cannot pos- 
sibly earn at a rate to show a fair return on 
the valuation to which it has been pushed in 
the stock market. 

The Bank of England has reduced its redis- 
count rate from 4% per cent to 4. This action 
was possible by the easy condition of the Lon- 
don money market. In New York the inter- 
pretation is that an advance in the Federal Re- 
serve Bank rediscount rate there is rendered 
more improbable. The New York rate has ruled 
at 314 per cent for some time, but predictions 
of an advance have been rife recently on ac- 
count of the stronger tone in the call money 
market. It is not improbable that the lower 
London rediscount rate may result in shipments 
of gold from England to this country. 

Railroad earnings for August have borne out 
the optimistic predictions made earlier in the 
season. The first seventy railroads reporting 
show total net operating income of $106,519,000, 
compared with $82,354,000 for the same roads 
n August, 1924. If the balance of the roads 
to report maintain the same ratio of increase, 
the August net of all the carriers should reach 
about $122,000,000, which is about $2,500,000 
more than it is necessary to earn on a return 
of 5% per cent on a tentative valuation of 
320,500,000,000 as of December 31, 1920. Add- 
ing the investments that have been made in 
yroperty since then, which brings the total up 
to $23.534,565,647, the August net will be about 
314,500,000 short of the “fair” return. Car- 
‘oadings continue to run in the heaviest volume 
‘n the history of railroading, even exceeding 
1923, the previous high record year. 

Dividend paying railroad stocks have not dis- 
counted in full the improved position of the 
railroad industry, or at least they have not 
over-discounted it. Consequently, for those who 
are still bullishly inclined, the rails offer the 
safer medium. The Northwestern rails, in- 
cluding Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, Great- 
Northern, Northern Pacific, and Chicago & 
North Western appear to have the rather better 
possibilities from a standpoint of appreciation. 
For income alone, of course, more stable se- 
lections should be made.

| 2 yrceinges Lt. (j-g-) Charles T. Wooten, U.S.N., did not go to Mare Island 
from San Francisco, a distance of some 30 miles, to the Naval Hospital for 
treatment the Comptroller General disallowed his claim $718.25, which he ex- 


pended for medical services at a private hospital. 


The Comptroller General 


bases his decision upon Navy Regulations, 1920, Article 1187, which authorizes 
an officer or enlisted man to take treatment at private hospitals at Government 
expense only when medicines could not be obtained from the Naval Hospital. 


= Comptroller General has approved the recommendation of the Secretary 
of the Navy for a change in Section G, of the instructions for carrying into 


effect the joint service pay act. 


This refers to the pay of enlisted men who are 


transferred to the Naval Reserve while on active duty. As revised it reads: 
“Enlisted men who were transferred to the Naval Reserve on July 1, 1925, 
who did not hold a confirmed rating on June 30, 1925, are entitled while on 
active duty, or on training duty, to pay based on provisional ratings assigned 
on last enrollment unless they have been advanced subsequent to June 30, 1925, 
to a higher rating in the Naval Reserve in accordance with instructions issued 


by the Bureau of Navigation.” 


In approving this decision the Comptroller General says: “It is understood 
in a submission of this kind that the legal effect of the instructions must be 
for determination of this office when particular facts arise bringing them into 
question, and that the instructions must, therefore, be subject to such interpre- 


tation as may then be made.”
